Following denunciation by the 
Most Rev. Michael J. Curley, arch- 
bishop of Baltimore, of the treat- 
ment of Catholics in Mexico, more 
than 400 District Knights of. Co- 
lumbus at their second annual ‘‘get- 
together’ dinner in the Willard ho- 
tel last night voted to hold a meet- 
.ing of protest and to telegraph 
their protest to the president of 
Mexico. Their action will be “the 
first gun from the Capital,”’ said 
Charles W. Darr, who made the 
proposal. James A. Sullivan, State 
deputy of the order, will call the 
meeting soon. 

The action was in reply to the 
archbishop’s challenge to the order 
and to America for honesty in deal- 
ing with great national and interna- 
tional problems such as those of 
sumptuary legislation and immigra- 
tion. The welfare of the nation and 
the Knights of Columbus depends 
upon an honest attitude toward 
them, he declared. 

Speaking of a statement at a re- 
cent Lincoln’s birthday dinner in 
this city that where a question of 
law was concerned obedience, and 
not protest, was in order, the arch- 
bishop asserted that no more fool- 
ish statement had ever been made. 


Right to Protest Upheld. 
If it 


were, he continued, the 
Catholics of Oregon did wrong 
when they protested against a law 
depriving them of their fundamen- 
tal rights and the Catholics of 
France did wrong when their 
church was threatened by destruc- 
tion by law and those of Mexico are 
doing wrong objecting to the intol- 
erable persecution of their clery, 
sisterhood and laity by the Mexi- 
cans in power. 

‘“‘We make laws and they are the 
safeguards and should not be the 
destroyers of liberty,” the arch- 
bishop declared. ‘‘Law is essential 
to society; but it does not follow 
that every law is just; that every 
law is right. It does not follow in 
America that we, as American citi- 
zens, have no right to speak our 


minds and work for a modification 
or change of unjust ones. When 
honesty regarding legislation is met 
in men, no matter whether in the 
humble walks of life or in the halls 
of legislatures, law will be more of 
a guardian of liberty than it is to- 
day.”’

exclusion of all others who might 
have appeared before or who might 
appear thereafter.

Superintendent Ballou Admits; 
Conditions Exist, but Puts 
Blame on Congress.

The House subcommittee on Dis- 
trict appropriations will be re- 
quested to determine responsibility 
for insanitary conditions in Wash- 
ington schools with a view to reme- 
dying them. 

Representative Mary T. Norton, 


of New Jersey, who reported that 
out of thirteen schools she investi- 
gated twelve were in such condition 
that health of the students was eén- 
dangered, and Representative 
Frank B. Reid, of Illinois, chairman 
of the District subcommittee on 
schools, conferred yesterday with 
Representative Zihlman, chairman 
of the District committee. 

It was agreed that with the Dis- 
trict appropriation hearings now in 
progress the subcommittee on ap- 
propriations offered the best me- 
dium of definitely fixing the blame 
for the conditions. Representatives 
Zihiman, Reid and Norton plan to 
ask for a hearing before the ap- 
propriations body to submit Mrs. 
Norton's report. 


Responsibility Is Sought. 


“We want to find out,”’ said Mr. 
Reid, ‘‘if these conditions have ever 
been placed before the appropria- 
tions committee. If they have and 
that body has withheld funds we 
want to know it. If the lack of 
funds is responsible then we want 
to impress upon the committee the 
necessity of making sufficient funds 
available. But if the fault lies in 
administration or expenditure of 
funds made available we want to 
find out just who is responsible.” 

Mrs. Norton expressed opinion 
that it would be much better to 
spend some of the building program 
money to remedy insanitary condi- 
tions. The conditions certainly 
should be remedied, regardless of 
just how it is done, she declared. 


Ballou Blames Congress. 


Superintendent of Schools Bal- 
lou, in appearing recently before 
Mr. Reid’s subcommittee, admitted 
existence of the conditions reported 
by Mrs. Norton and placed the 
blame on Congress. Appropriations 
are inflexible, he pointed out, and 
such conditions as Mrs. Norton re- 
ported would have to be corrected 
out of the maintenance fund, 

He declared this fund had always 
been lower than he thought it 
should be. 

Both he and the District commis- 
sioners appear before the appropria- 
tions committee, and the District 
committe6é members want them 
carefully questioned as to just what 
action the school officials took, in 
the first place, to remedy the con- 
ditions and what was the attitude 
of the commissioners.

called class A, which usually 
sists of from two-thirds to 
quarters of the entire issue, is mar- 
keted to the general public. It ‘car- 
ries no voting rights and usually, 
according to information which has 
reached the President, this fact is 
glossed over where it is not entirely 
concealed. 

The remainder of the common 
stock, a very small minority, is 
given the complete voting rights of 
the corporation. This stock is not 
placed on the market, but is retain- 
ed by the organizers of the corpora- 
tion. The result is they have a free 
hand in manipulating the affairs of 
the company, as long as they do not 
violate the State laws under which 
they are incorporated. 

Prof. Ripley, whose brother was 
formerly president of the Santa Fe 
railroad, and who. himself, now 
professor of railroad economies at 
Harvard university, has made a pro- 
found study of this situation.

Philadelphians Said to Have 
Had 15 Distilleries in 
Different States. 


225 CARLOADS SHIPPED 
WEEKLY, SAY istunieines 


Alleged Conspiracy Aavirted 
to Have Control Over 
Output in U.S. 


Cleveland, Feb. 16 (By-A. P.).— 
Fifteen distilleries in Kentucky, In- 
diana, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
New. Jersey and Ohio, owned or 
controlled by a Philadelphia ring, 
which did an annual wholesale 
grain alcoho) business approximat- 
ing $140,000,000, are said to have 
been implicated in the nation-wide; 
bootleg alcohol conspiracy. under 
investigation by the Federal grand 
jury here. 

This was revealed today by per- 
sons who were ‘‘on the inside,”’ and 
who are here to appear before the 
grand jury investigating the activi- 
ties of the Superior Industrial Al- 
cohol Co., alleged to be an off- 
spring of the Philadelphia ring. 


89 Already Arrested. 


So far-reaching has the investi- 
gation grown that it is expected 
more than 200 persons wil] be in- 
dicted. Thirty-nine arrests already 
have been made and a score of war- 
rants remain unserved. 

The Philadelphia ring is said to 
have been composed of thirty per- 
sons—four of whom are reputed to 
be millionaires. They called them- 
selves the ‘“‘Wall Street of the rum 
ring,’’ and set wholesale prices of 
bootleg alcohol for ‘‘branches” in 
most of the big cities of the North. 

Seventy-five per cent of the alco- 
hol manufactured or sold in the 
United States was handled by the 
ring. At one time it controlled 
more than 95 per cent, according to 
the story. 


Branches Had War Funds. 


So powerful did the ‘‘branches’’ 
become, each was able to establish 
its own ‘“‘war fund” for protection 
within its territory. In Chicago 
alone, $25,000,000 worth of the 
liquor was handled yearly. 

The distilleries shipped 225 cars, 
or an average of 900,000 gallons of 
grain alcohol weekly. Manufactured 
at a cost of 60 cents a gallon it was 
sold to wholesalers at $3 and by re- 
tailers at prices ranging from $10 a 
gallon upward.

| New York, Feb. 16 (By A. P.).— 
|\Federal Judge Hand in an opinion 
handed down today held that the 
‘so-called gift tax. under which 
many millions of dollars have been 
paid into the Federal Treasury, is 
unconstitutional so far as it affects 
gifts not made in contemplation of 
death. 

The ruling was in a suit brought 


“\by the Farmers Loan & Trust Co., 


as trustee for the wife and two 
children of George McNeir, New 
York capitalist, to recover $47,284 
paid under protest as tax on a trust 
fund established by McNeir for his 
wife and sons. 

The Attorney General’s office in 
‘Washington was specially repre- 
sented at the trial of the case. The 
|government contended that the sum 
paid was an excise tax, or tax on 
privilege, and one for the collec- 
tion of which Congress had a right 
to provide. In the argument it was 
shown that Mr. McNeir was in good 
health and not “in expectation of 
death.’’ 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Federal Judge Hand's decision 
holding a part of the gift tax pro- 
vision of the Federal law invalid 
caused no surprise at the Treasury, 
where it was said last night that 
doubt long had been entertained as 
to the constitutionality of the pro- 
Visions attacked. 

While Secretary Mellon has 
reached no decision whether an ap- 
peal shall be taken from Judge 
Hand’s decision, it was generally 
believed that the case would be 
appealed so that a final construc- 
tion of the law may be had from 
the Supreme Court.

Rome, Feb. 16.-——The Sicilian 
mafia, which for years has terror- 
ized the fair island, has practically 
ceased to exist in the last three 
months. 

The romantic organization, which 
sprang up in the 60’s to protect the 
poor and deal out rough justice in 
a disorganized land and which soon 
degenerated into a band of common 
thieves and murderers, has found 
its match in the fascisti, who have 
at least accomplished the task so 
often attempted vainly by other gov- 
ernments of Italy. 

More than 200 leaders have been 
put in jail and are facing charges 
ranging from housebreaking’ to 
murder. Though the rank and file 
of the organization scattered, the 
task of completely cleaning them up 
is nearly at an end. 

The mafia was organized after 
the first war of independence by 
the returning Garibaldians, and had 


the highest of ideals. The soldiers 
who had fought for Italian liberty, 
returned to their homes to find the 
country demoralized and unpoliced, 
weak and oppressed. They organ- 
ized secret bands which took justice 
into their own hands and swore to 
protect the poor and friendless. 


Giolitti’s Attempt Failed. 


the most notorious band of 
derers and thieves in the world. 
Four of the fairest provinces of 
Sicily—-Trapanl, Palermo, Girgent! 
and Caltanissetta—suffered under 
the scourge. The bands waged war 
on the rich and poor alike, even 
fighting among themselves when 
profit was offered. 

Following the land seizures in 
1920, Signor Giolitti, the then pre- 
mier of Italy, attempted a clean-up 
which failed utterly, chiefly because 
he “sent a boy to do a man’s job.” 
The little group of agents employed 
by the police either joined the mafia 
or were driven out of the country. 
When fascism first came into power 
one of the first tasks it undertook 
was to stamp out the murder bands. 
But their political influences were 
too strong and fascism was not yet 
as secure as it later became. So 
the first attempt failed. 

Last summer, when the fascisti 
established themselves as the only 
power in Italy, when the opposition 
was wrecked and Premier Mussolini 
could laugh at his rivals, the task 
again was undertaken. This time 
no mistakes were made. Sufficient 
funds were provided to enable an 
army of agents to be employed. 
Prefect Mori of Palermo was given 
the fullest powers, with responsibil- 
ity only to the chief of the govern- 
ment. The campaign was carefully 
planned and carried out: 


Spies Join the Mafia. 


Secret agents were sent among 
the mafia, lived with the leaders 
and joined the bands. It was not 
until the end of December that they 
had the names of all the important 
leaders. Then the fun started. 
Fleets of fast motor trucks sup- 
plied by the prefect, began night 
raids. 

Village after village was sur- 
prised at night. The leaders were 
arrested and taken to jail. JWJach 
village was isolated from its neigh- 
bor towns, to prevent the news from 
getting out. 

The following night another vii- 
lage would be surrounded, Some- 
times it would be possible to make 
raids on several villages between 
darkness and dawn. The hill 
towns back of Palermo were the 
first to feel the strength of Signor 
Mori. Then the raids extended into 
other provinces. Today, the power 
of the mafia is utterly broken. The 
final dissolution of a once power- 
ful secret society is only a matter 
of days. :

MANY LOSSES WIPED OUT 


New York, Feb. 16 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press).——Constructive opera- 
tions were resumed in today’s bond 
market,and prices scored a mod- 
erate recovery under the leadership 
of the semispeculative railroad and 
traction issues. Rallying’ ten- 


dencies in stock trading did much 
to allay the nervousness felt in 
bond quarters yesterday. Interest 
in trading, however, was completely 
overshadowed by the sale of $75,- 
000,000 corporate stock and bonds 
of the city of New York, the largest 
issue of long term securities in the 
city’s history. The issue was won 
by a National City Co. syndi- 
cate for the third year in succession 
on a blanket bid of 101.0589 for 
both the 414 per cent stock and 
bonds and almost immediately was 
opened to public subscription at 
prices vielding from 3.75 per cent 
for the shorter term bonds to 4.15 
per cent for the long term obliga- 
tions and all of the corporate stock. 

Comparison with last year's sale 
of $60,000,000 414 per cent bonds 
reveal the change that has taken 
place in the market for municipal 
securities. At that time the city 
entered the market when prices 
were near their peak, netting a 
premium of $1,391,820 on a bid of 
102.3197 compared with this year’s 
premium of $974,175 on an issue 
which was $15,000,000 larger. The 
syndicate last year was able to place 
the 414 per cent bonds on a yield 
basis of 3.25 to 4.05 per cent, 

Indications that a $300,000,000 
appropriation for new subway con- 
struction would meet legislative ap- 
proval revived interest in the local 
transit bouds, which were further 
strengthened by the recent elimina- 
tion of weak speculative accounts. 
Interborough, Third Avenue and 
New York Railways liens partici- 
pated in today’s advance. 

Chicago & Alton 3%s, Georgia 
Midiand 3s and New Haven consoli- 
dated 4s, with gains of 2 to 4 
points, were the outstanding strong 
spots among secondary rails.
